THE SENATE RE-INSERT THEIR AMEND- 
MENTS, 


Orrawa, July 6.—Tho senate to-night 
dealt with the Scott Act amendment 
bill. It refused by thirty to fifteen to 
agree with the action of the house of 
«ommons in reinsérting the penial clause 
which the senate had stricken out and 
Be cancelled it. By thirty to thitteen 
the upper chamber decided, to reinsert 
the famous beer and wine amendment 
which the commons had stricken out. 
This latter motion was moved by Sir 
Alexander Campbell, who said. he did 
#0 not as 8 member of the Government 
but as a man. 

The temperance men are greatly de- 
pressed and say the Scott Act amend- 
ment bill had now better be killed by 
the commons to agree to the senate 
amendments, but there is a possibility, 
that Mr. Small’s amendment ‘limits the 
action of the beer and wine amendment 
tofuture Scott Act elections it will carry. 
The senate it is understood, will accept 
this latter modification. As it is the 
temperance peoplo suffer a severe rebuff.

The Late Col. Williams. 


Among the first of the officers of the 
militia of the Dominion who offored 
their services to the Government for 
the purpose of quelling the insurrection 
in the North-West was the subject of 
this sketch, Lieut.-Col. Arthur Trefusis 
Heneage Williams, the member of tho 
House of Commons, representing the 
East Riding of the County of Durham, 
Ontario. He was thé first militia officer 
of Cannda who volunteered to the Im- 
perial Government for service in the 
Soudan, in connection with the expe- 
dition for the relief of Gemeral Gordon 
and he then proposed to raise in Canada 
a regiment of infantry fur that service. 


Afte1 some correspondence on the‘ sub- 
ject, although the offer was favourably 
reported upon by Tord Wolseley, and 
was strongly backed by the Marquis of 
Lorne, the Imperial authorities, while 
expressing their high senso of the 


patriotism of Col. Williams and the 


other Canadian offiicore who tendered 
their services, replied that for the pre- 
sent they did not consider it necessary 
to draw upon Canadian resources. 
When upon the breaking ont of the 
rebellion’ in the North-West, Col. 
Williams placed his services at the dis- 
posal of the Government, they wero at 
accepted, and he was authorized to raise 
a provisional battalion'in tho Midland 
district. He called for companies of 
volunteers from several organized mili- 
tia forces.of the district, and a ready 
response was made ; and in three days 
from his call being issued, he reported 
himself at Kingston with a regiment of 
348 officers, non-commissioned officers 
and men, prepared to proceed immed- 
iately wherever directed. The necessity 
of fuller equipment of the men, and the 
want of sufficient transport facilities, 
delayed him at Kingston for a few days. 
This time was well spent in porfecting 
the drill of his men and in inculcating 
the dicipline of active service, On the 
6th of April last, he left Kingston, in 
command of “fhe Midland Battalion,” 
consisting of compunies from each of 
following Battalions :—15th, Belleville; 
49th, “Hastings Rifles”; 40th, Cobourg; 
45th, Bowmanville ; 47th, Frontenac ; 
57th, Peterborough and two companies 
from Col. Williams’ own battalion, the 
46th of Port Hope. 

The Battalion proceeded by the King- 
ston and Pembroke Railway to the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, and by that 
route to Winnipog, making one of the 
fastest trips on record, and preforming 
the long marches across the “gaps” im 
very sovere weather with utmost alacrity 
and good will. Their arrival at Win- 
nipeg and their immediaiely pushing on 
to Q’Appelle, and thence to Swift Cur- 
rent, and the South Saskatchewan river, 
and the important and dangerous ser- 
vice in which they have been engaged, 
are matters familiar te eur readers. 
Col. Williams was horn at Port Hope, 
Ont., on the 13th of June, 1837, was 
educated at U,per Canada College and 
the University of Edinburgh, Scotland. 
In 1859 he married a daughter of the 
late Hon. Benjamin Seymour ; she died 
in 1882, leaving six children. Since 
he attained manhood Col. Williams has 
been actively identifiod with the militia 
force, and he has done much to uphold 
and improve its usefulness, At the 
time of the Fenian excitemont in 1865

he was ordered with his company to do 
frontier duty at Sandwich, and he re- 
mained on tnat service for six months. 
In 1866 he was again on active service, 
being appointed to the command of one 
of the provisional battalions then een 
ized, and doing duty at Kingston at the 
time of the Fenian raid. 

In tho field of politics Col, Williams 
has occupied,a prominent place. Ho 
was elected by the East Riding of the 
County of Durham, in 1867, to the 
Provincial Assembly of Ontario, and he 
sat for the constituency in that House 
unti] 1878, when he was returned to 
House of Commons, and he has contin- 
ued to represent East Durham at Oltawa 
up to the present time. In the Com- 
mons he has heartily supported the 
Right Hon. Sir John A. Macdonald. 
Ever since his election to the House of 
Commons he has held the position of 
one of the Government whips. 

Col. Williams, after passing unscath- 
ed through the memorable charge at 
Batoche and the other dangers and labors 
of tho: campaign, died on board the 
steamer on Saturday last at the very 
commencement of his return home,after | 
four days illness of brain fever.

DANIEL THOMPSON, QUEENSBORO, 


Contrary‘to the hope expressed in thesc: 
columns last: week for his speedy recoyery, 
we are in ¢hivitsue called upon to record 
the death of Daniel Thompson, Esq. of 
Queensbero, which ook place: on Monday 
morning; the 13th of July. . Deceased had 
been. a resident of Queensboro for some 35 
years, and during that time he has enjoyed 
in both his business and private life the re- 
spert, esteem and confidence of every one 
with whom he was thrown in contact through 
commercial relations or social intercourse. 
He leaves a brilliant reputation for sterling 
honesty and uprightness of character through 
every walk of life to be handed down to the 
family of nine who now mourn his death, 


Mr, Thompson was born in the city of 
Drogheda, on the banks of the Bayne, in the 
year 1816, and was consequently in the 70th 
year of hisags. He learned his trade as 

iller, serving an. apprenticeship of six years. 
He left his native place in the year 1841 and 
located in Belleville,where he remained for 4 

ears inSmith’s grist mill. He was married 
in 1845; when he siccessively rented the 
Frankford mills and then the Tweed Mills. 
In 1850:he purchased the Queensboro mills 
from Job Lingham, Esq., which he .succers- 
fully handled, and where he remained until 
hie death. He always took a warm interest 
in matters pertaining to the:church, and was 
# member of the Church of England, and aleo 
Warden of the church from its beginning at 
Queensboro. He was ever ready to aasist in» 
any charitable or other good work independ- 
ent of sect or creed. In politica he wasn 
staunch and prominent conservative, and 
wielded a great influence in his neighborhood, 


His funeral took place on Wednesday, 15th 
inat., the service being read at St, Peter's’ 
church, Queensboro, by Mr. W. E. A. Lewin, 
licensed Reader, and .the sermon preached by 
Venerable Archdeacon Deykin. ‘The church

The Brave Midlanders in Toronto. 


RECEIVE A WELCOME THAT SHOOK THE 
ofrr. 


(Prom Monday's Toronto News.) 


Yesterday was an epoch in the history 
of bentyl that will endure as long as 
popes! Arey , & day that will be treasur- 

ed up in the "hearts of some of those 
brave volunteers who earned s place on 
the deathiess role of fame at Batoche. 
When it was announced that the steam- 
er having on board the Midland Battal- 
ion Hope git - nar Sound on 
‘ y would arrive and 

reap in Toronto in the evening, 
the reception committee effected ar- 
ts to receive them in a proper 

manner, but it is doubtful if they ever 
expected that what was intended to be 
meroly a formal reception should have 
turned out to be such an enthusiastic 
ovation. From two o'clock in the after- 
noon thousands of citizens congregated 
around the Union Station and adjoin- 
ing streets, until that portion of the 
city as well as the streets along which 


the procession was about to was 
one mass of straggling humanity. l- 
though the long: train did not 


arrive antil six six delock, there were no 
signs of inpatience exhibited by the im- 
mense crowd, the bands having relieved 
the monotony by playing martial and 
soul-inspiring airs. 

THR ARRIVAL. 

At last those near the Union station 
were rousol into activity by a faint 
cheer in the distance, which was taken 
up and echoed till it rolled in a hoarse 
roar of welcome. Men, women and 
children rushed forward to greet the 
gallant herocs as the ongine steamed up 
to the station, and before the wheels 
had ceased to revolve, the cars were 
boarded and sunbrowned hands were 
being warmly shaken by hands white 
and small. 6 bands Polled out their 
most soul-stirring airs, but the mighty 
shouts that wore sent up drowned the 
music, drowned it with a music sweeter 
than choir ever sang: For half aa 
hour the crush was’ so great that the 
volunteers were obliged to remain on 
the cars, and when at length a space 
was cleared for them, and the bugle 
sounded the assemble call, the heroes 
fell into line and were quickly formed 
into companies. Their appeatance was 
signal for another yell of welcome, and 
if that yell was not heard in Port ‘Hope 
it was not the fault of those who used 
their lungs. Ladies, young and old, 
joined in the chorus with the wilaest 
enthusiasm, waving hankerchiefs and 
parasols when out of breath,and grasping 
the sunbrowned hands of Batoche heroes 
at eyery opportunity.

Great Sham Dieses y tah 


The naval manceuvres off the west and 
south coasts of Ireland, which. have been in 
Progress for the past five weeks, cul minated 
tne chem battle forthe defence of Bantry 

Reclnaepeca! Sspecial squadron organized for 


this purpose included sixteen of the finest | 


British val vessels now in The

a.war with Russis was imminent, Their 
destination was kept « secret for weeks, ‘and 
their tion for sea was accepted as a 
proof of the alertness of the Admiralty Of- 

fice, The squadron was under the command 
of Admiral Sir’ Geoffrey P, Hornby, ‘with 
Reésr-Admirals Sir Anthony H. Hoskins and 
William Henry Whyte commanding the two 
wings into which the aquadron was divided. 
In the sham battle the problem was 
to force an entrance into Bantry Bay. The 
defence of the bay was intrusted to Admiral 
Whyte, and the attacking fleet was com: 

manded by Admiral Hoskins, The former
